“I really don’t think I’d ever 
have a bad fire at my house,” 
said a good client, “it’s pretty 
new and just across the street 
from a fire hydrant.

Whether or not the water-log- 
ged jam which has tied your legis- 
lature in knots for the last several 
weeks have been blasted loose by 
the time this appears in print can- 
not be foretold. Certainly, all 
hands, including the Governor, 
have been heaving mightily at the 
deadlocking water issue, and 
something may have already come 
from ‘their labors as you read this. 


Two and a half days of confer- 


ences between a large delegation 
from each house of the legislature 
and the Governor demonstrated 
that your legislators are fully 
aware of the grave responsibility 
laid on them to work out an equit- 
able solution to the water prob- 
lem. Slowly, and sometimes acri- 


moniously, there was forged in 
these days of conferring what 
many representatives from both 


ends of the state believe the basis 


, for acceptable water legislation. 


The fact that the budget bill 
was still in the hands of the 
fourth compromise committee 
which tried to work out the dif- 
ferences between the two houses 
gave a unique opportunity to have 
this idea pre-tested by both. But 
to make absolutely sure that some 
action on the budget be completed 
as soon as possible, a second line 
was also developed for action in 
case the first one was wrecked by 
the irreconsilables.

Despite our eagerness to get 
home to our various districts, 
there have been disquieting ru- 
mors that the fourth compromise 
committee may not be able to 
reach agreement on the budget, 
even if amended in accordance 
with. suggestions worked out in 
the conferences with the Gover- 
nor. If no agreement is reached, 
and the committee members report 
no further possibility of one, un- 
der our rules it will be necessary 
to appoint a fifth compromise 
group, and the wrangling could go 
on for weeks more. 


One thing is dead, certain. That 
is, your leislature will have to 
pass a budget bill before June 30 
so your state government can con- 
tinue to operate after that date. 
We simply cannot permit schools 
and colleges to close because no 
funds for their needs are appro- 
priated, nor can we let the courts 


be shut down, or any other state 
function. So there will be a bud- 
get bill. 


But whether the budget adopted 
will have any funds in it for water 
project construction, or whether it 
will not, is a question which no 
legislator can safely attempt to 
answer right now. If a budget 
with no water funds is passedi, it 
now seems a foregone conclusion 
that another special session on 
water will be called soon after. 
Staunch supporters of both. the 
northern and the southern posi- 
tions on water legislation are in 
solid agreement on that. 

Believe me, more than one of us 
has wistfully wished that all the 
water of the recent heavy rains 
could have been bottled, up and 
given, gratis, to the thirsty south- 
ern part of this great state of 
ours.

DUST GRAPE 
SHOOTS FOR 
MILDEW CONTROL 


By Frederik L. Jensen 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA, Apr. 17 — Apply the 
first sulfur dusting for grape 
powdery mildew control when the 
shoots reach an average length of 
six to eight inches; dust again 
when the shoots are 12 to 15 inch- 
es long; use six to eight pounds 
of sulfur per acre. 


These early dustings are im- 
portant in preventing the develop- 
ment of mildew. Once mildew 
colonies have become established, 
sulfur dust has little effect. Mil- 
dew survives the winter either as 
fungus in the buds between the 
bud scales, or as overwintering 
spores. The spores will germinate 
at temperatures as low as 45 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The colonies do 
not become obvious for about a 
month after becoming established. 


Apply sulfur regardless of tem- 
perature. Popular beliefs that 
temperatures must reach certain 
levels before sulfur does any good 
have no basis in fact.

DELANO, Apr. 17 — A relic of 
considerable historical interest — 
the old stove that was used more 
than 50 years ago in the Grape- 
vine school — is being renovated 
by Dr. Edgar L. Danner, long-time 
resident of Porterville but now 
living in Delano. 

The stove has more than pass- 
ing interest for Dr. Danner since 
Nathan Danner bought it in 1885; 
he gave it to the Haymaker fam- 
ily, who in turn passed it along 
when the Grapevine school was 
started. 

Dr. Danner remembers the stove 
when he attended school as a boy 
— the Grapevine school was. lo- 
cated on White River, near pres- 
ent location of the Oscar Kline 
home; the Danner family were 
pioneers of the White River coun- 
try. 

Dr. Danner says that he ‘‘res- 
cued’’ the stove after it had laid 
in the brush near the site of the
